DISCOVER OIL ON 
FARM AT DRESDEN 


Oil has been found in Pettis coun­ 
ty on the farm of G. W. Steele, ad­ 
joining Dresden on the south, at a 
rock quarry, which was opened up 
to secure base material for the rock 
road being constructed west from 
that city on Capital Highway No. 
12 across the state. 
Whether sinking a well to a great 
depth by drilling would result in 
its being found in sufficient quanti­ 
ty to prove highly remunerative is 
problematical, but many who have 
Investigated 
have 
expressed 
the 
opinion that it would, and numerous 
proposals for starting drilling opera­ 
tions have already been made to 
Mr. Steele. 
H. A. Buehler, state geologist, in 
a report on specimens of rock sent 
from the quarry for analysis reports 
that residual asphaltum was found 
to contain lighter constituents such 
as gasoline and lubricating oil when 
distilled off by natural process. 
It 
is in sandstone and shales such as 
is 
found 
in 
the 
oil 
regions 
of 
Pennsylvania. 
Persons visiting the quarry state 
that oil indications are very evident 
and that it seeps through the rocks 
where the workmen are engaged in 
getting out the stone for the high­ 
way.

M. O Stevens of Cedar Bluff farm, 
route 7, president of the Pettis coun­ 
ty Bee Keepers Association, in re­ 
ferring to honey this season states 
the probability of at least an aver­ 
age production is good as the white 
clover, 
which 
is 
necessary 
for! 
honey production in Missouri, has 
appeared in abundance during the 
past two weeks. 
Prospects were 
poor some weeks ago, he said, as 
very little clover was at that time 
coming out. 
“White 
clover 
is 
the 
principal 
honey plant of this state and Is rec­ 
ognized as yielding the very best 
honey,” Mr. Stevens said. 
“Not only 
is an 
abundance of 
nectar 
producing 
blossoms 
neces­ 
sary but favorable weather condi­ 
tions are essential for the produc­ 
tion of honey, the bees requiring a 
temperature of ninety degrees with­ 
in the hive for the secretion of wax 
and the construction of comb in 
which honey is stored.” 
“Nectar as first gathered 
from 
the flowers is not unlike sweetened 
water 
except 
it 
possesses 
the 
natural aroma 
of 
the 
blossoms. 
After being carried to the hive by 
the bees the watery substance is 
put through 
a process of evapora­ 
tion and -ripening, following which 
it is stored in the cells of the comb 
and sealed with a thin capping of 
wax. 
When thoroughly sealed it is 
ready to be removed for use. 
“A familiar sight to those who 
are 
about 
bees 
at 
this 
time 
of 
year,” Mr. 
Stevens 
said, “is 
the 
swarming of the hive. 
The swarm 
issues from the old home and fills 
the air for a few minutes with the 
humming 
of 
many 
thousands 
of 
wings. 
It then settles quietly on 
some nearby limb or other conven­ 
e d object to await for a time the 
provision of a new home by their 
owner, or again takes wing and its 
members relocate themselves in a 
hollow tree or log, wall or other re­ 
cess where if not Interrupted by 
man or enemy they will establish a 
new home.’* 
Mr. Stevens states swarms some­ 
times select strange places for their 
future homes, utilizing for that pur­ 
pose mail boxes, walls of frame 
dwellings, cable houses and other 
equally strange locations that ap­ 
pear to offer seclusion and protec­ 
tion from the elements. 
“A colony of bees well establish­ 
ed in a modern hive and given 
proper attention is an asset to any­ 
one interested in them,” Mr. Stev­ 
ens declared, “for the colony will 
not only supply the family table. 
with 
the 
most 
nutritious 
and 
healthful sweet known but will also 
furnish 
possibilities for much 
in­ 
teresting study and observation by 
the keeper.”

RESPONSIBILITY 
BRINGS 
SATISFAC­ 
TION. 


, It is not unnatural to grow tired of our j 
responsibilities at times, especially when I 
they press hard upon us and interfere 
with the course of life as we would like it 
to be, but looking at the question broadly ; 
it is difficult to imagine any sort of satis­ 
fying existence without them. 
It is not 
so much that we like to feel the discipline 
of a stern sense of duty as it is that we 
do like to feel that we have duties to per­ 
form and responsibilities 
to 
discharge 
that make us of some use in the w orld .! 
No one cares to live unknown and unsung 
even in his own intimate little circle. The 
average man, on the contrary, realizes 
that he must take his place i n . life what­ 
ever its responsibilities and carry them to 
the best of his ability. 
He is glad to be 
able to do this, as a rule, and notwith­ 
standing his complaints and his sacrifices 
he, nevertheless, much prefers to be of 
some service if only in a small way than 
to feel he is useless and incapable of 
measuring up to his responsibilities. 
It may be that from time to time there 
are exceptions to this rule, but that is only 
when our responsibilities become too heavy i 
for our strength, and our ability to dis­ 
charge them worthily depends upon our 
physical endurance more than any thing 
else. 
It is no wonder that in such circum­ 
stances life takes on a more or less un­ 
natural significance and we think for the | 
moment that we are being harshly dis­ 
criminated against. 
Perhaps we are, but 
w hat then? 
It is not possible to shirk 
certain of our obligations no matter how 
crushing they may be unless, indeed, we 
become indifferent to them. 
As a rule, 
if we stick closely to them, carrying them 
.with whatever strength we can summon 
and discharging them with all the pati­ 
ence and fair-mindedness we can gather, 
there will come a time sooner or later 
.when we shall see the wisdom of our ways 
and rejoice that we did not play the 
coward. 
It takes courage to 
do this, 
plenty of it, and determination and pre­ 
severance and the will to win out in the 
end, but the game is worth the candle. 
To those men and women who have 
passed through much harsh discipline of 
this kind and who still stagger under it 
the hope of relief is only natural and can­ 
not be justly criticised. 
Ii is hard to have 
one’s life literally packed with responsi­ 
bilities, but to such burdc-n-bearers life * 
without 
responsibility 
would 
mean a 
desert place. 
As a matter of fact, they 
cannot glimpse such an existence, or if 
they do it is only to turn away from the 
picture with a shudder. 
How could they 
find peace and 
happiness if there was 
nothing for them to do? 
How could they j 
be content to live an aimless existence 
when all their feelings, 
their 
thoughts, 
their actions are attuned to the high c a l l? 
of duty, the penalties 
and 
the 
recom­ 
penses of responsibility? 
Life would be 
stale and flat if they were doomed to 
carry on from day to day in such an un­ 
interesting routine. 
Any sensible, red­ 
blooded man would turn from such an ex-« 
istence and seize eagerly a life that, while 
it held responsibility and work to the full 
limit and perhaps more of his ability, also 
held the compensating realization of duty; 
accomplished, responsibility faithfully dis­ 
charged, work well done. 
There is no 
choice to the rightminded man, and when j 
w e hear those about us say they would 
exchange their lives of active work and j 
high responsibility for lives of ‘‘nothing to 
do,” of “aimless drifting,” or no ambition 
and no hope for the future we know in I 
our hearts that they do not mean what 
they £ay. 
No thinking man can welcome I 


a 
life from which all responsibility is 
shorn, nor can he hope to draw the wool 
over the eyes of others when he asserts 
that he would welcome such a life. 
Happiness proceeds not so much from 
what others do for us as from what we 
do for others, and until we appreciate this 
fact and let it sink into our lives through 
our works as well as by our words we 
rarely attain the contentment to which we 
all aspire whether we know* it or not. We 
cannot serve others unless w'e realize our 
responsibilities for by the way we work 
out those very responsibilities and dis­ 
charge our obligations 
is 
our 
service 
measured. 
We need not be worried when 
we are tempted to drop those of our du­ 
ties that weigh most heavily upon our 
consciences. 
Such a thought is but a pas­ 
sing one, and if we are true to our colors 
we know deep within the secret recesses 
of our hearts that we shall “stand pat” 
until the end. 
Responsibility means hap­ 
piness; the lack of it would mean misery.
